We, the Irish Land Commissioners, beg to submit to your Excellency this 
Report of our proceedings during the period from the 1st April, 1916, to the 31st 
March, 1917. 


JUDICIAL RENTS. * 

The Stafi for the working of the Sub -Commissions continued to work at the 6«b-Om,- 
reduced strength of one Legal Assistant Commissioner with four Lay Assistant 
Commissioners. 

The number of Originating Notices to fix Fair Rents disposed of, during the Fair r»t 
period stated, by the Commissioners as a Court of first instance, principally on w ^ 
consent, was 24; by the Sub-Commissions, 577, making for the Land Commission 
a total of 601 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, as appears by returns furnished by 
the Clerks of the Peace, '94. These figures are divided as follows 

For a First Statutory Term.— By the Commissioners, 11 ; by the Sub-Commissions, 

142, total Land Commission, 153 ; by the Civil Bill Courts, 36, making a total of 
; 189 cases in all. 

For a Second Statutory Term.- By the Commissioners 6 ; by the i Sub-Commis- 
| sions, 181, total Land Commission, 187 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, -8, making 
a total of 215 cases in all. 

For a Third Statutory Term.— By the Commissioners, 7 ; by the Sub-Commis- 
sions, 254, total Land Commission, 261 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, .10 , making 
. a total of 291 cases in all.

I 466 direct applications were made to tlie Land Commission to fix Fair Rents since 
-- 1st April, 1916, of which 190 were for a first statutory term 120 were for a second 
statutory term, and 156 were for a third statutory term. In the same period 10b 
applications were made to the Civil Bill Courts, of which 25 were Inferred An the 
Land Commission. Of the 106 applications so made to the Civil Bill Courts there 
were 40 first statutory term applications, 34 second statutory term, and 32 app ica 
tions were made for a third statutory term ; of these 8 first term, 8 second term 
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and 9 third term applications were transferred to the Land Commission in the 
year. Thus, during the year, 572 applications to fix Fair Rents were made to both 
the Land Commission and the Civil Bill Courts.

Rents fixed There were no judicial rents fixed during the year by the Land Commission on the 
on Valuers' reports of Court Valuers. The total of such cases so fixed up to the 31st March, 
reports. 1917 for a first statutory term was 2,246; for a second statutory term 1,397, and for 
a third statutory term 8. 

Agreements Originating agreements and declarations for a first statutory term have during the 
Sec. 8 (6) year been lodged under the provisions of the 8th section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act 
Act of 1881 . 1881 , in 218 cases in the Land Commission, and none in the Civil Bill Courts. 


The total number of such agreements to fix fair rents for a first statutory term lodged, 
since the passing of the Act of 1881, up to the 31st March, 1917, was 160,991. 

During the year 97 originating agreements and declarations for a second statutory 
term were lodged in the Land Commission, and none in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The total number of such agreements for a second statutory term lodged to 31st 
March, 1917, was 51,512. 

There were 199 originating agreements and declarations for a third statutory term 
lodged in the Land Commission during the year, and none in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The total number of such agreements for a third statutory term lodged to 31st 
March, 1917, was 1,144. 

True value During the year 12 applications to fix the true value of a tenancy were disposed 
of tenancy, of, the true value being fixed in 8 cases. 

Resump- Orders were made during the year under section 5 of the Land Law (Ireland) 

tion. Act,* 1881, authorizing the resumption by the Landlord of the whole or a part of a 
holding in 21 cases, and 5 of such applications were otherwise disposed of. 

Agreements During the year 95 agreements between landlords and tenants under the 17th section 
of°l896 ACt ^ an( ^ kaw (Ireland) Act, 1896, were lodged in the Land Co mmis sion, making a 

total, with those lodged previously, of 6,222. 

Judicial Four judicial leases were executed in the year, bringing the total number of such

During the year 3 leaseholders applied to the Land, Commission and 2 to the 
Civil Bill Courts under the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, to have a 
fair rent fixed, while in the same period 8 applications under the Redemption of Rent 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, fell to be dealt with under the Land Law Acts. 


The total number of fair rent applications from leaseholders and grantees who have 
applied under the provisions of the Act of 1887, and under the Redemption of Rent 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, up to the 31st March, 1917, is 37,351, and of these applications 37,008 
have been disposed of. 


* Steps continue to be taken with the different County Courts for the purpose of clearing tlieso 
outstanding cases, the apparent arrear largely arising through past neglect in notifying the Lan 
Commission of the decisions arrived at in those cases. 
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Since the 65th Section of the Irish Land Act of 1909 came into operation, 535 Future 
applications to have fair rents fixed have been received to the 31st March, 1917, from tenan s ‘ 
tenants who claim to come within the Section as future tenants, all of which have been 

^ The entire number of rents fixed under the Land Law Acts by all the methods 
enumerated to the 31st March, 1917, where the parties applied to have fair rents fixed °i en “g ec _ 
for a first statutory term , was 382,044. The total rental dealt with was £7,529,814 and t j oas 0 f 
the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect thereof was £5,973,524, the result being an Laud Law 
average reduction of 20 • 7 per cent, over the entire country. The number of cases struck Acts - 
out, withdrawn, or dismissed was 75,731, fair rents were fixed in some of the latter cases 
on subsequent applications. The total number of cases disposed of during the period from 
August, 1881, to 31st March, 1917, was therefore 457,775 for a first statutory term. 

The entire number of rents fixed to the 31st March, 1917, for a second statutory term 
was 143,688. The total rental in these cases for the first statutory term was £2,577,919, 
and the' aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect of the same for a second statutory term 
was £2,079,672, the result being an average reduction of 19 ‘3 per cent, on first term 
rents. * The number of applications in such cases struck out, withdrawn, or dismissed 
was 20,915. The total number of second term cases disposed of to 31st March, 1917, was, 
therefore, 164,603. „ . . . 

The entire number of rents fixed to the 31st March, 1917, for a third statutory term 
was 5,471- The total rental in these cases for the second statutory term was £91,071, 
and the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect of the same for a third statutory term 
was £82,625, the result being an average reduction of 9 -3 per cent, on second term 
rents. The number of applications in such cases struck out, withdrawn, or dismissed 
was 351. The total number of third term cases disposed of to 31st March, 1917, was 
therefore, 5,822. 
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APPEALS. 

r Since the Irish Land Act, 1903, came into operation all Appeals in cases arising 
out of the Land Law Acts have, in pursuance of Section 88 of that Act, been heard by 
one Judicial Commissioner, assisted by a Lay Assessor. ! 

545 appeals from the Civil Bill Courts and applications for re-hearings from the Number of 45 . 47 >_ 4 _ 9 - ( 
decisions of the Sub-Commissions were heard during the year under review, at 7 sittings Appeals SI, 53, S3. ■ 
held in Dublin and 16 in the country. Sittings were also held in Dublin for the disposal “posed ot. 
of motions and other court business. 

31 appeals were withdrawn, making a total of 576 of such applications disposed 
of during the year under review. 

The total number of appeals disposed .of since the passing of the Land Act of 1881 
to the 31st March, 1917, was 103,003. 

During the year 253 appeals were lodged, as against 610 lodged in the previous year. 4 |. 

The total number of appeals lodged or reinstated to the 31st March, 1917, 
was 103,482. 

The total number of appeals pending on the 1st April, 1913, was 1,217; on the Appeals 
1st April, 1914, 1,255; on the 1st April, 1915, 1,093 ; on the 1st April, 1916, 802 ; and pending, 
on the 31st March, 1917, 479. 


LABOURERS (IRELAND) ACTS— RENTED PLOTS. 

During the year no orders fixing rents under these Acts were made by the Land 
Commission on applications from District Councils, but 10 such applications remained to Labourers 
be dealt with.

The total number of such rents fixed up to 31st March, 1917, was 5,924. 

PURCHASE OE LAND ACTS. 

As stated in previous Reports, the Estates Commissioners deal with all applications 
made for the purchase and sale of “ Estates ” coming within the provisions of Sections 
1 to ‘23 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, as extended by the Irish Land Act, 

1909, and as periodical returns of their proceedings are made, pursuant to 
Sub-section 14 of Section 23 of the Act of 1903, this ' Report contains no re- 
ference to any proceedings within the purview of the enactments referred to, or to the pro- 
ceedings of the Estates Commissioners under the Evicted Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1907. 
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Proceedings under Purchase Acts of 1885 and 1888. c 

Advances in Gash, repayable by an annuity at the rate of 4 per cent, for 49 years, 
subject to decennial reductions as provided by 59 and 60 Viet., ch. 47, s. 2s! 

Total loans As stated in previous Reports, which contained full detailed particulars, the 
issued. proceedings under these Acts have long since been completed and all applications 
disposed of, the total loans issued having been 25,367 for £9,992,536. 

Guarantee The total amount of Guarantee Deposits retained by the Land Commission or 
Deposits, lodged with it under the Act of 1885 came to the sum of £1,961,979, of which 
£5,066 has been applied in discharging arrears of instalments declared to be 
irrecoverable pursuant to the provisions of Section 3 of that Act. The major part 
of these Deposits has, however, been released under Statutory powers in favour 
of the parties entitled, the balance on the 31st March, 1917, consisting of £93,461 
cash, with securities to the nominal value of £9,890.

Proceedings under these Acts have also been completed, all applications having 
been disposed of, detailed particulars of which appeared in previous Reports, the 
total loans issued having been 46,834 for £13,146,892. In addition Guaranteed 
Land Stock to the amount of £502,797 was advanced to the Congested Districts 
Board for the purchase of 58 estates pursuant to Section 43 of the Land Act of 1896 
and Section 2 (1) of the Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, making the total 
amount of Guaranteed Land Stock issued £13,649,689. The above sum of £502,797 has, 
however, all been written off, as provided by Section 43 of the Act of 1896, by means 
of advances, made on resales by the Board, either hi Guaranteed Land Stock under 
the Act of 1896 or in Cash under the Act of 1903. 

The total amount of Guaranteed Deposits retained in Guaranteed Land Stock or 
lodged in cash, came to £1,175,101, of which £231 has been applied in discharging 
arrears of inst alm ents declared to be irrecoverable. The major part of these Deposits 
has also been released in favour of the parties entitled , the balance on the 31st March, 
1917, being represented by Guaranteed Land Stock and other Securities (including 
a small amount of cash uninvested) to the nominal value of £112,947. 

Since the passing of the Land Act of 1896 up to the 31st March, 1917, only one advance 
has been made under Section 36 of that Act for the purchase of a holding subject to a 
rentcharge payable to the vendor. 

Redemption of Rent Act, 1891. 


Proceedings 8 applications under the Redemption of Rent Act have been received during the 
in purchase year, making a total of 1,929 applications up to 31st March, 1917. 
cases under I n 192 cases the landlord consented to the redemption of the rent. Where the 
of RentAet 1 P rocee dmgs were financed under the Land Purchase Acts of 1891-96, the total 
. ' amount of the redemption prices fixed in 98 cases was £110,129 in respect of a total 

rental of £7,365 3s. 11<L, in one such case the redemption price of £70 was paid in cash 
by the purchaser, and in the remaining 97 cases advances for £98,394 Guaranteed 
Land Stock were issued, the balance of the redemption price having been provided 
by the purchasers. Where the proceedings were financed, under the Irish Land 
Act, 1903, the total amount of the redemption prices fixed in 11 cases in respect of 
a total rental of £546 14s. 5d. was £9,871, and of it £9,365 was advanced in cash 
up to the 31st March, 1917, in 10 cases. Where the purchase proceedings were 
financed under the Act of 1909, the amount of the redemption prices fixed in two 
cases in respect of a total rental of £204 8s. 4d., amounted to £4,600, and advances 
for this amount of Guaranteed 3 per cent. Stock were issued. 77 applications for 
redemption were refused, and 4 were pending on the 31st March last. 

Proceedings The landlords did not consent to the redemption in 1,737 cases, and consequently 
in fair rent the lessees or grantees were deemed to have made applications to have a judicial 
Reden^tion rent ^ xe( ^ as ^ they were leaseholders under the Land Act of 1887. Judicial rents 
of RentAct! were fixed in 1,159 of these cases for a first statutory term ; the former rental was 
£73,786, and the judicial rental £56,211, representing an average reduction of 23- 8 
Judicial ° £ P er cen ^- 4:14 applications have been dismissed or struck out, and 103 have been 
rents fixed, withdrawn, leaving 61 cases pending for hearing.

During the period from the passing of the Land Purchase Act of 1896 up to Proceedings 
. g ls £ March last, 344 requests have been received from the Land Judge under the 
uith Section of that Act, and reports were made upon all of such requests, respecting Act> 1896> 
f prices at and the conditions under which the sales under the Land Purchase Acts 
Tthe holdings to the tenants on the estates referred to in the requests could properly 

made. 

In 9 of the estates in which the 344 reports were made the estates were subsequently 
, nffht hv the Congested Districts Board by means of advances which were made 
ader Section 43 of the Act of 1896, or under Sections 72 and 77 of the Irish Land 
let 1903, and the proceedings in 42 estates were cancelled by the Land Judge. In 292 
states the Orders of the Land Judge directing offers to be. made to the tenants on such 
states were lodged, leaving 1 estate in which no such Order had been lodged with us to 
31st March last. 

In the 292 estates where Orders directing offers to issue were lodged, advances 
mounting to £1,107,179 were made in Guaranteed Land Stock to 4,574 tenants upon 210 
states and since the commencement of the Irish Land Act, 1903, advances amounting 

£170,625, were made in Cash, to 582 tenants upon 48 estates, and advances amounting 78 . 

4?10 756 were made under the Act of 1909 in Guaranteed 3% Stock to 89 tenants upon 
s estates, thus making a total advance of £1,288,560 to enable 5,245 tenants on 264 estates 
•o purchase their holdings under the provisions of the Section. In the remaining 28 
^states where such Orders were so lodged the proceedings under this Section were 
cancelled by the Land Judge owing to the tenants not having complied with the require - 
meats of the offers made to them in pursuance of his orders.

During the year to the 31st day of March, 1917, 48 applications were receive; 
from tenants (on 6 Estates) for advances of £11,204, to enable them to purchase the 
holdings in respect of sales where the purchase money agreed upon was £11,201 
Of these applications, 16 for £2,636 were in respect of sales between Landlord ait! 
Tenant (14 for £2,471 being applications from tenants who agreed to purclia* 
their holdings on the resale of estates purchased by the Congested Districts Board, 
and 32 for £8,568 in respect of sales in Court of Land Judge. 

37 Applications for £8,247 have been provisionally sanctioned during the san- 
period, and 6 loans amounting to £2,100 have been made. 

Summary— Act 1909. 

During the period from the commencement of the Act of 1909 up to the 3 1 st March 
1917, 617 applications representing £152,096 have, been received. Of these, 583 for 
£133,674 have been provisionally sanctioned, 6 for £9,221 have been dismissed, and 
loans for £122,529 have been made in Guaranteed 3% Stock. These loans, wits 
19 loans for £90,891 made in Guaranteed 3% Stock to the Congested Districts Boars 
pursuant to Sections 72 and 77 of the Act of 1903, bring the total amount of loans mad- 
under the Act of 1909 (exclusive of advances made by the Estates Commissioners or for 
the purpose of the Labourers Acts) to £213,420.

^During the year ending 31st March, 1917, a sum of £4,327 12s. 2 d. was paid by the 
Board to the Land Commission under Section 72 (2) of the Act of 1903 on account of 
inking Fund at 10s. per cent, in respect of Estates purchased but not resold within a period 
I £ ve years after purchase. The sum so paid represents a sinking fund on £865.522 
Repurchase money of estates so purchased which have been for over five years in the 
Rnds of the Board, and are as yet unsold.

1917 , further advances to the amount of £395,884 were made, making the total amount 
advanced £2.938,782. Deducting therefrom the amounts written off by means of resales 
,,p to the 31st March, 1916, £29,447, and during the year ending 31st March, 1917, 
£16 155 — total £45,602, there remains a sum of £2,893,180 due by the Board in respect 
of advances made under the Act of 1909 for the purchase of lands which have not yet 

CU The total amount of advances made to the Board under the Acts of 1903 and 1909 to 
the 31st March, 1917, is, therefore, £5,839,213 ; and the total amount written off by 
resales is £1,012,283 ; leaving £4,826,930 outstanding. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1917, 1,184 applications were received to the 
amount of £267,984 for advances on resales by the Board at 3j per cent, annuities under 
the Act of 1903, and 853 applications were received to the amount of £174,355 for 
advances on resales by the Board at 3£% annuities under _ the Act of 1909. On the 
31st March, 1917, there were 1,895 applications outstanding amounting to £426, 4o5 
for advances on resale by the Board at 3£ per cent, annuities, together with 1,361 
applications for £275,520 at 34 per cent, annuities, making a total of 3,256 
applications for £701,975 lodged by the Board where advances on resale had not then 
been made.

Of 
this sum £138,409 had been paid at the 31st March. 1917. the arrears then 
amounting to £1,248 due by 235 payers. This arrear included £397 due by 2S 91 • 

The arrear of £1,248 due on the 
31st March last had been reduced at the 1st instant to the sum of £296 due by 62 
payers.

The holdings of 144 purchasers under the Land Purchase Acts who were in default Sales for 
in payment of their instalments were advertised for sale during the year. In 104 of Default, 
such cases the sales were withdrawn, the arrears having been paid ; in 27 cases the 
holdings were sold to ordinary purchasers, and in 13 cases where there was no bidding 
at the sale the Land Commission have instituted proceedings to take possession of 
the holdings pending resale. In 13 cases where possession was taken, either as 
the result of the above proceedings or of proceedings in previous years, the holdings 
were on 31st March. 1917. still in hand for resale. 


Interest' in lieu of Rent. 


During the year ended the 31st March, 1917, the total amount of interest in lieu Paymentof 
of rent collectible under the provisions of the 35th Section of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, was £757,257 from 74,631 tenant purchasers, together with 
£12,868 arrears due by 1.502 payers from the previous year,- making £7 <0,125 in all 
as compared with £805,859 (including arrears) from 75,333 payers in the previous 
year. Of this £757,818 was collected by the 31st March last, leaving an arrear of 
£12,307 due by 1,420 payers. This figure has, at the 1st instant, been reduced to 
£7,736 due by 590 payers. The amount so collected was paid out to the persons 
entitled to receive it as rapidly as possible on its receipt. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1917, in Estates being sold under the pro- 
visions of Sections 6 & 1 Irish Land Act, 1903, the sum of £107,901 for rent and 
interest was collected from some 13,514 payers, leaving an arrear at 31st March, 191 1 , 
oi £1,416 due by 241 payers. This figure has at the 1st instant been reduced to 
£ 703 due by 97 payers. 


In 67 oases the tenant’s interest in the holdings was offered for sale for the recovery Sale, tor 
of arrears of Landlord’s interest in lieu of rent. In 38 of such cases the sales were e 
withdrawn, the cases having been settled. In 15 cases the holdings were so 
ordinary purchasers, and in 14 cases there was no bidding at the sales. 


Subdivision, Subletting and Mortgaging of Purchased Holdings. 

During the year ended the 31st March, 1917, 337 applications for liberty to sub- Subdhi- 
divide purchased holdings were sanctioned and 87 refund ; 40 1 apphcat ons for 
subletting were sanctioned and 2 refused ; 85 applications for liberty o n g g _ holdings 
charge purchased holdings with sums in excess of the statutory limit ten times t.

Local Registration of Title (Ireland) Act, 1891. 

Notices in the prescribed form were, pursuant to the provisions of ^ Section Current 
23 (1) ( b ) of the above Act, lodged with the Registering Authority during the year for cost. . 
the purpose of having the titles of the tenant purchasers registered in all oases where 
the advances in aid of purchase were made in the year. 

73 copies of Land Certificates, exclusive of copies “ written up,” were issued 
in the year free of charge to the Registered owners or their solicitors. 
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Temporalities of the Late Established Church. 

Income The property of the late Established Church, which was vested in the Land 

ft*™* Commission in 1881, produced during the year a total receipt of £270,112 including 
on Church received for the proceeds of sales of property and the redemption of income 

Fund. Oat of the sums so received, and the balance brought forward from the previous year 
payments were made during the year amounting to £181,961 for annual charges on 
the Church Fund, and £125,002 was invested. 

Statement The normal annual income receivable for the present financial year, including 
as to terminable annuities to the amount of £75,155, together with interest on invested 
andExTen sm ‘P^ us » ,s £212,664 as estimated on the 1st April, 1917. The fixed annual charges 
ditiire*'" 11 on ^ ie fund, including the cost of administration, taken on the same date, amount 
to £183,914. Thus the normal income receivable in the present financial year is 
estimated to exceed the expenditure by £28,750, and this balance will be increased 
by the amount which may be realised by sales of property and redemptions of income. 
The Capital liabilities upon the Church Fund amount at present to £2,800,000 
namely, the National School Teachers’ Pension Fund, £1,300,000, and the Congested 
Districts Board, £1,500,000. In addition there are annual charges upon the Church 
Fund to the amount of £90,000, namely, a perpetual charge of £20,000 per annum for 
the Irish Universities, and a charge of £70,000 per annum in favour of the Department 
88 of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. The latter charge was fixed for a period 

of fifteen years certain from the year 1900, under the Act 62 and 63 Vic., cap. 50, 
sec. 15 (b), and was continued at the same figure for a further fifteen years from 
1915 with the approval of the Treasury. 

Attention has been called in previous Reports to the present and prospective 
depreciation of the Church Fund as a result of (1) the compulsory redemptions of 
Church income owing to sales under the Land Purchase Acts, (2) the cessor of the 
receipt of terminable annuities, and (3) the reduction of Tithe Rent Charges and 
88. Perpetuity Rents as explained below. The operation of each of these causes 

leads or has led to the depreciation of both the capital value and the income of 
the Fund, and it is estimated that the income will eventually be insufficient to 
meet the expenditure if the latter should be continued upon the existing 
basis. Further particulars respecting the income and expenditure axe shown in i 
the Appendix. 

Tithe-Rent During the year 129 cases, previously excluded, representing an Annual 
innfP ACt ’ I ncome °* £1,^92 7s. 4d., were for a first time admitted to the benefits of Section 
3 of the Tithe Rent Charge (Ireland) Act, 1900, and the reductions, under the 
Certificates which appeared in the Dublin Gazette of 26th October, 1900, amounted 
to £361 14s. Id. per annum. 

Since the passing of that Act, 15,224 cases covering an Annual Revenue of 
£138,847 were so admitted ; the total reductions amounted to £32,621 being an 
average of 23-5 per cent, on the income affected by the Act, and 1,193 cases 
representing an Annual Income of £4,459 were excluded by Section 8 from the 
benefits of the Act, the income in such cases therefore remaining unreduced. 

In 3,153 cases covering an Annual Tithe Rent Charge of £15,617, either the 
Statutory Declarations required had not been received from the Payers, or the 
queries issued upon their applications had not been discharged up to the 31st March, 
last and no reductions have been given under the above certificates. 

Declarations have been received in 8,220 cases from Tithe Annuity Payers 
in support of their claims under the provisions of Section 1, thereby reducing the 
term during which such annuities are payable. 

The application to the Tithe Rent Charge of the new Certificate, issued on the 
lltli October, 1915, under Section 2 of the Tithe Rent Charge (Ireland) Act, 1900, 
has further reduced the amount of the Charge payable in those cases to which it 
applies with the result that the Tithe Rent Charge Rental in such cases was

The Certificate has been similarly applied to the Perpetuity Rents payable to Further ra- 
the Commissioners as provided by Section 90 of the Irish Land Act 1903, and the Auction of 
Rental of £22,590 19s. 0 d. has been reduced to £18,729 6s. 2d., the difference, lu y 
£3.861 12s. 10 d., representing a reduction of 17-1 per cent, on the amount previously 

payable. 

The amount of arrears due to the Fund at the 31st March, 1917, was 
£19,901 7s. 2d. At the corresponding date last year the arrears were Arrears. 
£17^318 5s. 3 cl 

We regret to state that since the date of our last Report the death has 
occurred of our esteemed colleague, the Right Hon. William F. Bailey, C.B., who had 
been connected with the Commission for close on thirty years, first as a Legal 
Assistant Commissioner and since 1903 as a member of the Commission. 

We also regret to record the retirement, through ill health, of our Secretary, 

Mr. C. T. Beard, C.B., I.S.O., after many years of arduous service to the State.
